1, This Association acknowledges, that each church is an independ- 
ent body, and possesses the sole right to exercise and éontrol its ‘own 
affairs, and therefore, this Association has no right or power to interfere 
with the int@rnal rights and plivileges of churches composing its body, 
but may withdraw from any church which may hold false doctrines, or 
tolerate immdral practices. | 

2. The obje¢ts of this Association shall be to pPomote fellowship among 
the churches; to inquire into any difficulties between churches, and re- 
move them if possible; to give the churches the best advice they can in 
difficult matters, when solicited; and in general, to advance the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom in any way they deen it practiéable. 

3. With regard to the benevolent institutions in our country, we de- 
clare it to be the inalienable right of every Association, of every church, 
or individual member to support them, or not support them according to 
their own Views of duty, and the dictates of their own conscience; and 
this right shall never be cailed in question in this Association. And any 
motion whereby this right is called in question, shall be instantly ruled 
out by the Maderator, as being unconstitutional. 

1. This Asspciation may maintain a /friendly cerrespondence, when 
convenient, with other religious bodies of the same faith and order. 

5. Ministers) of the gospel, in good standing, though not delegates, inay 
be invited to|seats in the Association, but not to have the privilege of 
voting. \ 

6. The Association may appoint any person or; persons, by and with 
their consent, to transact any business they may deem necessary. 

7. The Asso¢iation may adjourn to any|time and place they may think 
proper. ! 

8. The Association shall keep a record of their proceedings, and have 
them printed, When necessary.

RULES. 

1. This Asso¢iation shall consist of delegates chosen by the churches to 
which they respectively belong, and shall be ‘styled ‘The Pearl River 
Baptist Association. 

2. Such delegates shal] be members in good standing, and no member, 
under church censure, shall be allowed-a seat in the Association. 

3. They shall produce letters certifying their appointment by their re- 
spective churches, and stating the number baptized, received by letter, 
restored, dismissed;.excommunicated and (leceased, during the preceeding 
Aasociational year, with the total number in fellowship, and such other 
statistical matters as the Association may (direct. 
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4. This Association shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who shall be 
annually chosen by a majority of the members present. Said Moderator 
and Clerk ‘shall fill their respective places, if present at the succeeding 
Association, till a new election takes place ; and while in office, shall dis- 
charge the duties ordinarily appertaining to those offices, 

5 If new churches desire to be admitted into the Association, they shall 
petition by lettér and delewat s, and if arthodox and orderly, shall be re. 
ceived, and the Moderator shall recognize them by giving their delegates 
the right hand of fellowship in behalf of the body. 

6. Every church shall be allowed two delegates, and no more, until her 
number shall reach one hundred, and one delegate for every additional 
fifty members thereafter, until she may have four delegates, and no more, 

7. The Assoviation shall neither answer nor debate any query on gos- 
pel doctrine, except it be merely to explain the meaning of the articles of 
faith of this Association, 

8. Every motion maile in order, and seconded, shall. be reduced to writ- 
ing, if requested by any mx mber, and shall be considered by the Associa- 
tion, unless withdraw n by the mover before discussion, 

% Motions made and lost, shall not be recorded on the minutes, unless 
so ordered at the time. ; 

10. If any proposition, or motion, uieder debate, contains two or more 
points, it shall be divided, at the request of any member, and the vote 
taken on each point seperately. 

11. Only one member shal! speak at the same time, who shall rise from 
his seat and address the Moderator; he shall confine himself to the sub- 
ject properly ‘in debate; cast no reflections on the Association, or any 
member thereof, and shall not be interrupted while speaking. 

12. No person shall speak more than thre times upon the same subject 
without leave of the Association. 

13. The Moderator shall have the privilege of speaking on any question 
in debate, the chair being previously filled. He shall rise from his seat 
to put the question to the body, 

14. The Moderator shall deeide questions of order, but an appeal from 
such decision may be taken to the whole body, which shall be decided 
without debate. & 

15. A majority of the men bers present shall be necessary to carry any 
proposition or motion, and the Moderator shall vote as other members, 
when the question is taken: and in case of a tie, the motion is lost, 

16. Committees shall be nominated by’ the Moderator, subject to the 
approval of the Association.

Deak Breruren :—With the view of enlisting your in- 
terest in behalf of Lea Female College, I desire to lay before 
you such facts as you would wish to know. The College was 
commenced in the Fall of 1877. Soon after, a charter was 
obtained. “It provides the right to confer degrees and grant 
diplomas. It further provides that all the members of the 
Board of Trustees shall be Baptists. The following brethren 
‘form the Board: Elder B. A. Crawford, W. Z. Lea, W. 
T. White, Elder J. R. Farish, Elder W. W. Bolls, Z. T. Ey- 
erett, Thos. T. Cotton, D. C. Walker, DeWitt ©; Lea, W. T. 
Johns, John G,. Leggett, Elder W. E. Tynes, Dr. J. R. Sam- 
ple, Jno. E. Holmes, and Hampton M. Lea. The Board 
controls the property and elects the President of the College. 
The College is located in the town of Summit, on the ( ‘hicago, 
St. Louis and New Orleans Railroad, 108 miles from New 
Orleans, and 75 miles from Jackson, Miss. Its grounds cov-

It would afford me 
pleasure to visit your field in the interests of the school. 

May the blessings of God attend all your labors and your 
deliberations, and may you devise liberal plans to promote 
Christ’s kingdom in our common field. |
